occurred last Thursday off Sable Island,

Both ships were insured in German 
companies.

A PICTURESQUE FEATURE OF SOUTH- 
WESTERN SHEEP RAISING.

an eastuni wool grower, whoso men lay 
tbelr subjects on a table and slicur thirty 
to forty hoiul a duy per luun, to watcu 
the operation in Now Mexico It Is light 
uing thrive lubricated Each muu shears 
from la to 150 head a duy, and it is of 
racord that In u contest a single man has 
■t^euivd dver 2C0 Gheup between som-lse 
aild .Bunset. The shearing point Is choaeu 
fi uaiialiy ait near the railroad as possible, 
to save cartage, it being much cheaper 
and easier to transport wool on the hoof 
than la the sack. A corral about 10 feet 
high Is built of railroad ties or oedar 
posts; the army of shearers comes tradg- 
lug In from all auorters at the compass — 
Mexicans, Puoblos and"'lf te'fir*^ Navajoa; 
the first flock Is brought down from the 
hUIs, and the fun commences.' With 
shouts and carajoes and flying sticks, the 
flock Is turned, la tojward .the-corrdl, the 
little band at goats serving as_^ advance 
guard and pUot. VvA, rotund "abd woolly, 
tliey jam into the corral, from which they 
are to oiucrce In a few hours the shorn 
and shabby Htiudowof their formereelres, 
and likely patched with many a crimson 
nick. Vvithln the Inclosureare from' fifty 
to eighty shearers, each with his own par 
tlculur station at the inside of the fence. 
And now the 2,S00 sheep ore in, the gap is 
cloaod and the boll opens 

Three-quarters of the area of tho corral 
is ouo dense mass of huddled wool. It 
seems impossible that living creatures 
can be packed so tight A rat tossed 
upon their backs would liavo to run on 
wool to the otker side of tho corriU before 
he could reach tho ground Unable to 
move more than their heads, with Inglo 
rlous unajiimlty of tail turned toward the 
common foe. trembling and breathless, 
the timid creatures await their fate. 
There is a grand rush of the shearers. 
Each man grabs a sheep by the hind leijs 
or by the wool — if lie bo ambitious he 
takes one lu each liiuul — and runs to his 
place dragging his reliu-tant victim back- 
ward behind him Then ho throws the 
sheep upon Its side, gathers Its four little 
feet into a bunch and ties them with a 
■oft, coarse cord or thong Then he is 
'Kulied back to tho bunch for more, and 
' so on until he has as big a row of captives 
09 he can lay out without crowding his 
neighbors on either hand. Then, grasping 
a bunch of legs lu his left hand and the 
kAa stieep shears In his right, be wades 
lli| It'is a pretty sight to see an expert 
staearer'at work With lightning rapidity 
and marvelous dexterity he drives the 
iheavy 'shears down through the dense dnd 
matted wool, rolling it down from the 
sides as if It were a .solid fabric which 
jOne might pick up eutlra; sliding the 
'nuoriliKe blades unheal tatingiv over the 
§iM«ej||i4'4 ^''^Vo hollows, hiddeQ by 
* tueir thick" coat, but seldom nicking the 
sliia. The current wages for shearers are 
two cents per head lor common sheep. 
.. three cents for Improved sheep, and board 
A good shearer therefore, makes good 
money for this country, as he will shear 
125 sheep a day 

Slowly around the corral paces the 
scorer In liis right hand is a pencil, in 
h43 left Is a piece of cardboard, with uum 
bera fn)rii one up to the ag-gregate of the 
shearei-a ruiiiiiiif; down lis left liand edge, 
and each number ctHii|Uauding a line of 
Its own across the card Every few sec 
ouds comes a cry from some part of the 
corral 'Vlente inio'" "Ctiarunte-seisl" 
"Nuiiiero clnco!" as llio case luay be, each 
yell delivered with tliat emphatic unction 
which seems Indifieuous hero Each man 
receives a number at the commencement 
of tho shearing seasun. aud it serves him 
aa a name untU its cli>se The yell, there 
fore, aiuana merely that Jesus Romero — 
temporarily dubbed' No 21 — has flniaheo 
shearing a sheep and the scorer tollies 
one to his credit accordingly 

Sawing wood — an occupation which In 
the east ha.i some notoriety aa a spine 
sprulner — Is a simple uap as compared to 
the New Mexican fashion of sheep shear 
lag, which is, perhaps, the most fatiguing 
work in the world Tho sheep is on the 
ground, the shearer is on his feet, bent 
till his bands are within three inches to a 
foot from the ground, and in this attitode 
working twelve hours, with half an hoar's 
lu'tiMTniiskldn' for dinner - 

In an incredibly short time the sbearoi 
ba9'done!wlth:hiB six or eight first victims 
and 'unties them all. They go skippiug 
buck .to their companiona, looking and 
possiUy feeling something like a boy 
whose clothes nave been stolen while he 
was swimming It is a pretty safo prop 
ositiou that the world doesn't contain a 
sorrier, forlomer specimen than a shorn 
sheep And at our New Mexican altitudes 
— from 6.000 to 8.000 feet above the sea 
level— tho dwindled wool wearers are 
doubtless aiudous for that proverbial tern 
(lerlcg of the wind 

(laving sharpened his shears on a Pat 
sandstone, the shearer collars another 
batch of recalcitrant victims aud goes on 
uviih his breakback )ob Meanwhile a 
stualed laborer gathers up tliedeoces In a 
big pluce of burlap and cui-ries his bundle 
tu l ho corral. Elere, upon four tall, strong 
posts, set firmly in the ground and framed 
iu^with boards at tho lop. hangs a huge 
buriup sack from whose neck project tho 
(lead and shoulder;) of a mau, who is busy 
tramping the wool down with hia feet 
Uis companion, perched npon the boards 
above, takes tlie fleeced- from the galiierer 
aud dumps them hitothe bag whcii the 
sack is full it ia sewed up aud roiled aside 
lls plaoejoutkhe books. Iieing taken by an 
empty one. All day long two little puis 
auoB are trotting about inshlo the corral, 
armed with wisps of grease wood, with 
which they sweep Into the comers each 
stray luck of wool, which would otherwise 
be lost. 

Meanwhile the sacks have been wclgljed. 
and upon each has been marked its weight — 
averaging 'i'iii pounds— with tho Initials 
or brand marks ol the owner, luul blo<jdier 
but equally important work bus been 
going- on a little way from tho c<jiTal. at a 
stout post The shcai'ers must eat, and 
there is nothing so cheap as mutton. So 
while the multitudinous click of the 
shears lilla the rare, bright air, two strap 
ping fellows are busy all day killing and 
dressing fat wethers Clo.se by aro tho 
•mouldering camp hros and greasy kettles 
of the men. who eat like sin 

When the sun sinks behind the long 
meaas the shears are instantly still and 
tile men crowd to snpiier A little later 
sees them rolled in their blankets U|ion 
the ground, snorint; away their fatigue 
till peep o' day again renews the bustle

The Naiiaiaiii /''ivr I'l-'ss re|iorts that 
Messrs. Win. Tree, (ii'o. Tipjiel, -Alex. 
Fasson and Richard Pi-oiiae returned on 
Thursday la.st from Texnihi Island, where 
thi'V had discovered valnahle ledges of 
sih er, cupper ami iron uru. The iliseov- 
crers luuught with thcni several bags of 
sjieciiiieiis, rich iiiid beautiful in appear- 
anco. The ledges are situated on the Na- 
naimo side of Te.xada Island, and a mile 
north of the Texadalrou Mine, now being 
worked hy the Trondale Smelting Works 
C.iiiipaiiy, of Piiget .Sound. Several dif- 
ferent, ledges were discovered and pros- 
pected for a distance of over a mile, with 
every imlicatioii of e.xleiidiiig for miles 
further; in fact the diacuverers are of the 
.>liiiiion that thu upper end of the island 
is a moss of luiuerala. The ledges will 
pay from the surface, and they are but a 
tew yards froai deep Wiitor, where large 
\ essels can lay iu,ul take in cargoes of ore, 
at the lowest possible expuiisu. The dis- 
coverers have already recorded ten claims 
of the size allowed hy law. 

Specimens uf this ore have been sent 
to San. Francisco for assay.und the returns 
are of the most favorable cimracter. Some 
of the ore ivas also sent to the government 
as.s.iy ollice, but 110 returns have yet been 
recei\ ed. 

Local exports pronounce the sample.i 
rich, one large piece being almost pure 
copper.
